D. Executive Directors Report: 

1. Older American’s Month was a success with many programs well attended. 

2. Secured Selectman’s approval to run the annual 5K race through the HHS 
Charitable Corp. Race date set for Sunday, September 10 

3. Fiscal year end activities under way to close out books for the year 

4. Dana Whittle has joined the HHS/COA as a placement through Operation ABLE. 
Dana will most often be in the reception area. 

5. Received a grant of $34,500 from the Sanborn Foundation to provide rides to 
cancer treatments 

6. Received a $1,000 donation from Arlington Liquors 

7. Received a $750 donation from Home Instead Senior Care 

8. Completed a $51,900 grant request to MassDot for a new van. Notifications will 
occur next year. 

9. Completed the Symmes grant request to support COA Transportation 

10. ED will be in a 3-day class, June 19-21. Eocus of the class is on fund-raising 
through the Internet. 

11. Joanna Cirillo, BA, RN/BSN, MPH has joined the staff. Joanna is scheduled for 
numerous training opportunities during June 

12. June programming is heavy and has consumed a lot of time. There are 5 large 
events and those remaining include 75 5* graders from Bishop School that will 
sing for us on June 19, the Arlington Police Department will be at the center 
hosting a Pedestrian Safety program on June 22, and the finale of the month will 
be the large event at The Regent Theater - Being Mortal - Hope is Not a Plan on 
June 27.

13. Bridges Together, the intergenerational program we have been participating in 
just concluded the 2"‘^ successful program. The COA hosted 50 students as a part 
of the celebration. 

14. Department of Transitional Assessment: Host site for SNAP for those over sixty 
will be decided in September. The goal is to increase contact with seniors by one 
stop access.
